7.  To  what  degree  do  you  see  the  following  as  inducing  or  escalating  a  climate  which 
acquiesces  to  or  justifies  violence? 

Excessive  use  of  force  by  federal,  state  and  local  authorities  azainst  civilians} 
Increasing  military  domination  of  our  national  posture  and  foreign  policy} 

Emphasis  on  military  victory,  rather  than  negotiated  settlement  of  differences;
